and colleges or the schools affiliated to! 
these universities and colleges in ad- 
dition to those in the private schools; 
14,710 in Indian schools and 1,724 In 
schools for blind and deaf. The re- 
mainder were in business colleges, 
normal schools and institutes for high 
er education. 

As near as can be computed the edu 
cational standing of the enrolment 
was 1,932,963 in elementary grades and 
300,149 in secondary or higher grades. 
These do not include the great part of 
night school pupils whose standing 
could not be determined. 

The accommodation for the pupi's 
in schools under control and independ 
ent schools is tneasured most adequ- 
ately by the number ofteachers, viz 66, 
004. and the number of classrooms, viz. 
approximately 58,369. There were 29. 
357 school districts or units of local 
school legislation. 

The expenditure on public educa- 
tion during the year is given as $125,- 
876,375, but several deductions should 
be made from this figure on the score 
of such items as cannot be legitimately 
entered under the expenditure of any 
one year. The gross expenditure | 
shows about the same rate per pupil in 
average daily attendance as last year, 
but in several provinces it shows a 
lower rate. This is chiefly due to the 
increased regularity of attendance. 

No marked changes are noticeabic 
from last year in connection with most 
of the features of school activities. 
However, it is interesting to notice 
that while the enrolment of younger 
pupils has increased normally there | 
are some marked decreases in the case 
of older pupils, especially boys. Clear 
ly the high school has not suffered 
from these decreases. The inference 
would seem to be justifiable that more 
of these older boys are successful in 
obtaining employment than during the 
years immediately previous and that 
the enrolment in high schools is being | 
kept up by the fact that pupils take a 
shorter time in passing through the ele 
mentary school system. If this is so, 
it must be largely credited to the ever 








increasing regularity of attendance 
and the consequent decreasing waste 
It js also noticeable that there are 
marked decreases in attendance as 
teacher-training institution. Most of 


these decreases are explainable by the 
discontinuance of institutes for the 





training of low grade teachers, which |

400 men, over and above its actual re-~ 
quirements at the time of Union in 
1925. The church is now facing a ser- 
lous shortage of men and Dr. Gandier 
urged upon all the ministers and lay- 
men the necessity of leading young 
promising men to consider the ministry 
as their life's work. 


Principal Gandier also outlined the 
new building scheme for Emmanuel Col 
lege. and stated that $120,000 would be 
necessary within the next few years to 
complete the proposed program. 


The Presbytery passed a resolution 
which is to be forwarded to the Min= 
ister of National Revenue, Hon. W. D- 
Euler to the effect “that regulations be 
made to prohibit clearances being gran 
ted to vessels carrying liquor as cargo 
sailing from a Canadian port to a Un- 
ited States port."

CROP ROTATION 
AND ROOT ROT 


It 1s a well knewh fact that better 
crop yields are obtained by a proper 
change of crops. The moisture, tilth 
and fertility are improved, and stron- 
Ber plants are produced. At least a 
part of the improved fertility is assoc- 
iated with the increased activity of the 
soil inhabiting fungi and bacteria, re- 
sulting from the changé of crop or 
cultural practice, . 

“In most soils there are literally mil- 
ljons of these microscopic plants, Some 
times several millions may be found in 
a single gram of soil. The numbers 
and kind of these tiny plants depend 
djrectly on the amount and kind ot 
food, and conditions for their growth 
in, the soil. Certain plants favor the 
development of some kinds of soll more 
ce others: When root parts or o 

















ply on this material reducing 


-plant food. At the same time ae ac- 


tivity of these affects other potential 
plant food in the soil, and which, with 
out this influence would remain un- 
available. Unfortunately some of these 
soil inhabiting fungo and bacteria may 
attack both living and dead root parts 
of some plants. The fungi that cause 
root rot of wheat is able to do this 
Therefore, when wheat follows wheat 
for a term of) years, there is an ac- 
cumulation of the root rotting fungi ur 
til the amount becomes so great that 
much Joss may occur. On the other 
hand, oats, flax and the legumes are 
not appreciably attacked by the fungt 
which attack the roots of wheat. With 
a crop of any of these the root rot- 
ting fungi will decrease so that wheat 
may again be grown with compsra- 
tively slight loss. 

From extensive surveys, made bj 
the Dominion Plant Pathology Labor- 
atories, it is clear that rarely more 
than a trace of root rot occurs where

In the bellef that methods recommen 
ded for cleansing and sterilizing are 
often too time-consuming and laborious 
the Division of Bacteriology, Central 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa, has stud- 
led the problem of developing simpler 

yet equally effective methods. ‘Tests 

have shown the suction method of 
washing to be quicker, simpler and yet 
more thorough than the old brush me- 
thod, while chemical methods of ster- 
ilizing the rubber parts have compared 
very favorably with hot water and 
steam treatments. During the past sum 
mer, the relative values of chemical 
;and hot water treatments for sterilizing 
were compared in a severe test conduc 
fed under practical conditions. Over a 
six week period (July to September), 
the average bacterial counts obtained 
by the machines and by careful hand 
milking were; Hot water treated ma- 
chine 4,484 per c.c.; Chemically treat- 
ed machine 4,209 per c.c.; Hand milk- 
ing 4,276 per c.c. From these figures 
it is evident that simple methods where 
Properly followed enable the average 
farmer to produce milk that will com- 
pare most favorably with the product 
of careful hand milking. ‘ 

Full details of this experiment and of 
many others conducted in bacteriolo- 
gical studies of milking machines will 
shortly be published in bulletin form 
and should prove to be of interest to 
every milk producer.

FAMOUS VESSEL IS 
TO BE BROKEN UP 

Londen, Eng. (By (By Canadian Press.) 
— The Lady Brussels, the vessel im- 
memorably associated with the death 
of Captain Fryatt is to be broken up. 
Shé is at present lying in Preston 
Deck, and for some time until re- 
cently was on the Preston to Dublin 
passage. 

During the war her route was bes 
tween Harwich’ and-the Hook of 
Holland, when she was under the 
command of Captain Fryatt. In 1915

What the Law Says 


The Highway Traffic Act declares that during March’ and April, 
on roads outside cities and towns: 


Solid tired trucks _and trailers shall be limited to half 


a load; 


Pneumatic tired trucks and. trailers, with a carrying 
' capacity exceeding three tons, shall be limited to half a load; 


Horse drawn vehicles with a carrying capacity exceeding 
one ton shall be limited to half a load. 


Speed limits all the year round are: 15 miles an hour for solid 
tired vehicles and 20 miles an hour for pneumatic tired vehicles 
of more than 6 tons gross. 


Protect the Road Investment 
The Department of Highways desires to impress upon truck and 


team owners and drivers the provisions of the law. 


It seeks their 


20-operation in seeing that the law is obeyed in all circumstances. 
Ontario’s investment in good roads, now amounting to many 
millions of dollars, must be protected. 


The penalty for overloading during March and April is a fine, 
imprisonment or both.

“Mr. George G. Publow, chief instruc 
tor of dairying for Bastern Ontario: is 
te retire on April Ist, after fifty-five 
years service in the cheese business dur 
ing which time he has established a 
High record personatiy and has brought 
the standard of the cheese industry in 
Eastern Ontario to a most enviable po- 
sition. 

Mr, Publow's connection with the 
cheese insustry during his long pzriod 
of years has been most active and has 
Produced results that would not have 
been dreamed of when he first undor- 
took the work. It {s cstimated frecly 
by prominent cheess men throughout 
East-rn Ontario that he has done as 
Much for the industry as ‘any other 
man connected with it. His record has 
been one of faithful service and single- 
hess of purpose Which, it is stated by | 
chees? men couud not be dupiléated in’ 
ony other section of the country Nor | 
in any other county, for that matter. 

Mr. Puolow entered the dairying bus 
iress as a very young man after turn- 
fig from the anvil wher he had first 
been trained. The father of the for- 
mer chiev dairy instructor was a black~ 
smith and George Publow as 
Young man was aporenticed and learn- 
the “blacksmith’s trade.

When ai| the factories were made in- 
to syndicates or groups, there were 23 
in all and a man was placed in charge 
of each of the twenty-three groups, Mr 
Publow in turn being in charge of these 
men ,Today there are thirty-one men 
engaged in the work. In addition to his 
field work, Mr. Publow was made 
Chief Instructor at the Kingston Dairy 
School in 1910 but he resigned at the

The tomato once regarded as pols- 
onous, is now known as one of 
most valuable of all vegetables from 


valuable vitamine © is not destroyed 

in cooking in the tomato as it is in

Vitamine C is regarded as the most 
important for general health of the 
entire vitamins family. It is the vita- 
mine, the absence of which in the diet 
causes scurvy, a disease usually assoc 
fated with Arctic exploration or other 
isolation from a varied diet. 

Modern science, however, seems of 
the opinion that scurvy in varying 
forms Is much more common than gen 
erally believed and that some diseases 
of the teeth, mouth and _ intestines 

are closely related to scurvey. As the 
tomato is as popular eaten raw as it 
ls cooked it may be said to be the best 
general vegetable to furnish vitamine 
Cc.

A large 
house was donated by the Govern- 
ment and furnished through dona- 
tions, and hundreds of families are | 
receiving food, lodgings and a help- 
ing hand on arrival in this country.

Compensation Board 
Figures Show Rising Trend 
In This' Regard 


‘Reports emanating from the offices 
of the Compensaton Board show & 
strong upward trend in the number 
of acaidents reported, so much so that 
some are inclined to question the value 
of preventive efforts. ‘This question- 
ing is, doubtless, good for the safety 
movement as it keeps officials alive 
to the needs of the situation, but 
those interested in industrial safety 
need not lose heart according to R, B, 
Morley, general manager, Industrial 
Accident Prevention Associations, who 
vefers to the increase in payroll in 
the past year and to the growing prac 
tice of reporting the most minor type 
of accident to the Workman's Com- 
pensation Board. “Accident statistics 
are vital to accident control,” said 
Mr. Morley and referred to the com 
pilations, covering the fifteen classes 
of industry in the associations, A

At a recent meeting of Western On- 
tarlo corn borer inspectors the opinior. 
was voiced that farmers generally were 
solidly behind the Corn Borer Act and 
were willing to do anything reason- 
able in order to conortol the pest and 
make corn growing possible.

“The best principles in radio prac- 
tice are made-use of and the inven- 
tion may be used with modifications 
in ‘connection with existing radio ap- 
paratus arranged for code, radiophone 
or broadcast transmission,” Mr. 
Clark .says. 

“The results are made possible by 
the employment of timed or synchron 
ous apparatus capable of acting at 
great speed. This arrangement is 
made to serve the double purpose of 
secutively breaking up a large number 
of individual signals into components 
pd of properly segregating these 
components; whence they are built 
up by special electrical persistence 
devices into strong signals of the 
yiginal characters, and then employ- 
ed to actuate any desired instruments 
such as typewriters, printers, etc. 
There aré unlimited possibilties for 
the iuvention, such as for press serv- 
{ees in which radio now plays a large 
part.” ‘ 

Mr. Clark, who asserts thay he had 
devised photo-radio systems as early 
at 1923, expresses the belief that, his 
new system is greatly superior to the 
photo-radio principle for message 
transmission.
